No. 3-3/87-Sugar (DF)-I—In pursuance of section 7 of the 
Sugar Development Fund Act, ]982 (4of 1982), the Contral 
Government hereby publishes the report for the financial year 
1986-87, which ended on tho 3] s t March, 1987. 

2. Tire Sugar Development Fund Act, 1982, which came 
into force on the 1st June, 1982, provides for setting up of a 
Fund crediting theroto amounts equivalent to the proceeds 
of duty of excise levied and collected under the Sugar cess Act, 
1982 (3 of 1982), reduced by the cost of collection as determined 
by the Contral Government after duo appropriation made by 
Parliament by law. A sum of rupees eighty crores was credited 
to the fund during tho financial year 1986-87 raising the total 
amount standing at the credit of the fund to Rs. 338,08,41,641-00 
Out of this, a total expenditure of Rs. 36,56,54,081 00 was in¬ 
curred as detailed below:—

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INDUSTRIAL FINANCE CORPORATION OF INDIA 
New Delhi, the 9th September 1987 

No. 14/87.—The Board of Directors of the Corporation, 
and the Industrial Development Bank of India, has approved, 
in terms of Section 43(1) of the Industrial Finance Corpora¬ 
tion Act 1948, amendments to Regulation 33(2) and 117 
of the IFC1 Staff Regulations. These amendments, which are 
effective from the 1st Inly 1986, provide for increase in the 
limit upto which an employee can earn ordinary leave or avail 
himself of the unavailed ordinary leave at the time of retire¬ 
ment, from six months to eight months. The amended Regu¬ 
lations read as under 


Regulations No. 33(2) (Explanation-ll) 

Notwithstanding anything contained in this Regulation, 
where an employee has ordinary leave earned but not availed 
of as on the date of retirement, he may, at his option; 

(a) be permitted to avail of leave subject to a maximum of 
eight months in respect of leave earned under these 
Regulations and in that case the employee will be deem¬ 
ed to retire from the service at the expiry of the leave 


OR . > 

(b) be paid a lump-sum amount which wotild be equiva-’ 
lent of pay as defined in Regulation 3(o) of thes& 
Regulations as on the date of his retirement, for the 
unavailed ordinary leave earned subject to a maximum 
of eight months plus dearness allowance in respect 
thereof. 

Regulation No. 117 

The period of ordinary leave which can be taken r 
any one time of eight months (240 days ) in the case of ‘ 
all employees and no further ordinary leave can be earned 
by an employee after he has such amount of leave due 
to him. Provided that if, at least three months before 
the date on which an employee shall have earned leave 
for the maximum period, he has formally applied for leave 
and the leave has been refused or he has ascertained in 
writing that leave, if applied for, will not be granted, such 
an employee may be permitted to earn leave In excess of ■ 
the maximum aforesaid, upto the date specified by tho 
competent Authority.
